BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COUN­ 
CIL OF THE CITY OF DIXON,

Section 1.— it shall be unlawful 
J for any persons, firm or corporation 
( to carry on the dry cleaning business 
j in the City of Dixon, without comply­ 
ing w.th the regulations herein set 
forth. 
These regulations are established 
and promulgated for the prevention 
of fires and loss of life and proper­ 
ty. 
Regulations 
For the purpose of this ordinance, 
a dry cleaning business is deffned to 
be the business of cleaning cloth, 
clothing, feathers, Tjr any sort of 
fabrics by the use of gasoline, nap- 
tha, benzine, benzol, or similar light 
petroleum, or coal tar products, or 
cleaning by process known as dry 
cleaning. 
No such business shall be carried 
on except in a building separate and 
apart from other buildings; t.he doors 
of which shall be covered with metal 
and the window frames and sash of 
which shall be covered with metal. 
The floors of such building shall be 
of 


tamped in place; the top of all tanks 
must be below the 
lev el of the low­ 
est pipe line in the building used in 
connection with the equipment. There 
must be no openings or pipe connec­ 
tions except on the top of such tanks. 
They shall be properly vented and 
shall not be connected either direct­ 
ly or indirectly with any public or 
private sewer, drain, catch basin or 
pit in the City of Dixon. 
Section 4.— All storage tanks shall 
be provided with a one-inch diame­ 
ter, or larger galvanized iron vent 
pipe, same to be constructed to the 
top of the tank (connections of the 
tank to be fitted with a brass wire 
screen with at least 30 mesh). 
This vent pipe must be carried up 
at least 4 feet above the roof of said 
building and terminated in a double 
goose-neck sparfy protector, openings 
of which must be covered with brass 
wire screen of at least 30 mesh. 
Section 5.— No volatile substance 
in excess of two q uarts shall be used 
for cleaning purposes, except in clos­ 
ed machines, and must be conveyed 
fro mthe tanks to the machines in 
closed pipes, by means of the Rock 
suction pump or pumps properly con­ 
trolled by valves, or pumps equally 
as good and approved by the National 
Board of Underwriters. 
It shall be unlawful to store or 
settle any of said volatile substances 
in open vessels or tanks.
